\c-it, ^»r. Uixey and party l**ft Washing 
ton on t*oard th** Itolphin for a duck 
bunt. along the Potomac, Chesapeake 
tiny and Quantico * r ^ k. 
On their return trip to Washington 
the party stopped for awhile at Q u a n ­ 
tico for a hu n t on land, says the 8 L 
Janus Republic. 
Ione one afternoon, 
while the president and Dr. Rixey were* 
returning tired and hungry to tho Dol­ 
phin, the sight of a diminutive log c a b ­ 
in situated on th** border of th** woods, 
with a thin column of blue smoke ris­ 
ing from th** chimney, suggested to the 
mind «»f th** president that be would 
like to eat an old time southern "snack' 
and that in all probability just sin h a 
meal could be secured from th** Inmate 
«»r inmates of the cabin aforesaid. 
"Dr. Uixey.” h<* said, turning to tin* 
physician, “if there is anything to eat 
in that cabin I’m going to ha vc it. Let’s 
try our luck over there.” 
Sn the two directed lh* it* steps to 
ward th** **abfn. the president’s mind 
dwelling on reeoll»*etions of fare that 
he h a d eaten during hunting excursions 
in the west. 
A knock on the door of the cabin 
summoned its solitary inmate, a verier 
able negro. T h e president told him th a t j 
both he and Dr. Itixey were very hun 
gry an*l that they wanted Hornet bing J 
to eat, and th** old negro, with charac- , 
teristic hospitality, set before them a 
p a nful of corn dodgers, some bacon an d j 
ham and a half dozen or more exceed­ 
ingly greasy fried eggs, for all <*f which 
he offered many apologia*, saying that 
lie was “povv’ful J tore” a,,d that the 
food In* offered was not “serb **z y’all 
been used to eatin'.” 
H e felt reassured, however, when th** , 
president told him that the fn*sl was j 
quite to his liking and still more s«* I 
when he saw his strange guests full to ' 
ami eat. like schoolboys. Finishing their \ 
meal, the president asked the old negro j 
whether lo* had any buttermilk, and. 
when the latter replied that In* had “a j 
heap of it," the president sent word to 
the Dolphin, sum m oning the rest of the 
party, and on their arrival ai the hut 
all ha nils indulged in a regular butter- j 
milk feast 
T h is tickled the **1*1 negro 
immensely. 
While the president ami his party 
w ere discussing several quarts of b u t ­ 
termilk the conversation turned on the 
subject of wild turkeys, the old negro j 
declaring that there “ wily. a heap of ! 
'em around dis place.” 
Th** result of this conversation was 
that flit: president resolved to h u m tur 
key then and there. The old ueigru led 
the way into tile woods and dropped a 
handful of corn here and there and 
then Imitated the wild turkey call. He 
fold the president not to shoot the hrs!. | 
• •tie I*ecHuse tin* others would then run j 
off. The president saw a fine gobbler 
and could not resist lit** temptation, so 
blazed aw a y ami l»l**\\ it to pieces.
